The circuit court room was crowded 


last night with an attentive and intelli- 
gent audience, composed largely of school 
teachers, who came out to hear a lecture 
by Rev. James Miller, on the subject of 
"Education." The speaker was intro- 
duced by J. W. Beaton, principal of the 
Germantown schools. Th9 lecturer spoke 
an hour and ten minutes, and the audi- 
ence could have listened to him an hour 
and ten minutes longer without tiring of 
the subject. Kev. Miller speaks slow and 
very distinct and uses language that all 
can readily understand. 


The lecturer said it was not his busi- 


ness to teach but to preach, which he 
thought sufficient excuse for any defects 
that might be discovered in the lecture. 
Ihe methods of the teacher and preacher 
are altogether different. The preacher's 
aim is to nrouse and direct the conscience 
while the business of the teacher is to 
expand the mind. 
Teaching without 


preaching 
produces skepticism, while 


preaching 
alone 
causes superstition. 


leaching and preaching must go hand in 
hand to make the perfect man or womaa. 
liacu is essential to the highest success 
of the other. 


Teaching cannot create, but develops. 


Ihe teacher can never give the boy abil- 
ity who has no native talent. But if the 
boy has talent the teacher can develop it. 
JSeither can the preacher endow the boy 
with conscience. But the conscience, 
like the mind, can be expanded. 
Many 


people have no conscience and most per- 
sons have too little. The mind and the 
conscience can be expanded and trained 
md it requires the united efforts of the 
te?£ner and preacher to accomplish it. 


-The most learned and accomplished 


person is of not much use in the world 
without heart— he must have sympathy 
to bring others to him before he can suc- 
ceed. He must also have a trained will 
sower. It is essential in every calling in 
ire. Without will power no one can suc- 
ceed in life. 


This is an old world and is entitled to 


nuon veneration, for mankind has a his- 
tory behind him. We should go back for 
centuries, follow up the history of the 
development of the human mind. No 
education is perfect without sach knowl- 
edge. 


The Americans are the most highly 


avilized of any people in the world. We 
,'o to the farm and workshop and find 
,he highest intelligence— tied men skilled 
n science and learned in literature. In 
ihe shops and on the farma are generals 
md statesmen. 


We have nothing .to do here with col- 


eges, but we have come together to 
study the best methods of the state sys- 
em of education. In education the in- 
dividual welfare must be sacrificed for 
veil-being of the state. The boy is edu- 
nated that the states may be benefited. 


No one knows what there is in n boy 


until it is found out at school. If he goes 
to school ten years and lags behind in his 
studies and is dull, there is not much in 
him intelleclnally.and he should be taken 
out of school and made to earn his own 
rang with his hands. The world is full 
of tramps and girls who wasted their 
earlier years in school. A large per cent. 
of the girls of to-day do not know how to 
seep their own rooms in order, and they 
lave only one object and that is to got 
married. In trying to educate them they 
ire unfitted for the battles ef life.
